There is no provision that the com- 
pany, or a majority of its shareholders, 
must be Germans.

Manilla, Nov. 23.— The ln?urEecta 
from the north are concentrating at 
Montalban and San Mateo, where it is 
expected they will make resistance. 
The Spaniai^ls never occupied tlu-so 
places and the insurgents believe them 
to be Imfiregnable. 

A reconnaissance to the northwest 
on San Mateo on Tuesday developed 
the fact that the Filipinos were mov- 
ing stores and men to Montalban. 
The number of Insurgents is unknown. 
Another, reconnaissance showed that 
200 natives are entrenched at San Ma- 
teo and others in the valley between 
there and Mariquina, where thq In- 
surgent outposts are stationed.

Captain James C. Castner of the 
Fourth infantry, with Lowe's scouts, 
is making forced marches through t^e 
mountains from San Nicholas north- 
east deneral Young, with cavalry and 
the Macabebes, Is moving rapidly from 
Arintwr through difficult passes to 
Trinidad, tiiey are close on Aguln- 
aldo's small party. A third advance 
is being made on the road toward 
Vigan, on the coast. 

With Agulnaldo's personal army uis- 
posed of, the only Insurgent forces left 
Intact are poesibly the Muscardos, 
about 1,600 in number, In the moun- 
tains west of the railroad; Pio Pilar s 
2,000 men, who are east of Manilla in 
the mountains near Antlpalo, and 
General Trias' force of about 8^ in 
Cavite province.

Fighting la P»iuiy. 
Manilla, Nov. 28.— Severe fighting in 
the north of Iloilo began Tuesday, Nov. 
21. Four Americans were killed and 
26 wounded, including three officers.

Barbara, but fighting continues.

Filipino tTnnta Active. 

New York, Nov. 23.— The Filipino 
Junta at Hongkong is becoming more 
active as the meeting of congress 
draws near. Senator Fairbanks, in 
company with all other senators and 
reprcsontiitives now In Washington, 
have received through the mails a 
pamphlet signed by Felipe Buenca- 
mlno. governor, so-called, of foreign 
affairs of the Filipino republic, set- 
ting forth the various rtMsims why 
his government should be recognized.

BRITISH ACTING ON THB DEFENSIVE. 



Their Onrrison on the 3iooi River 
Being iSlielled by tin- I'.old In> 
vaders — Mafekiug la Ues« 
» perate Straits. 

London. Nov. 23.— The fact that 
fresh portions of Natal are being over- 
run daily by the Boors is producing 
exasperation in tliat colony and in- 
tense humiliation in Great Britain, 
where the Idea of possible violation 
of British soil waa contemptuously 
dismissed la the the earijr atagwi of 
the war. 

Operators on the stock exchange here 
are beomning nervous, and the con- 
tinued fall in consols exemptlfles rest- 
lessness of the market. The rumors 
that a peace deputation from Presi- 
dent Kruger is on its way to Cape 
Town for the purpose of ascertaining 
the terms upon which an immediate 
cessation of hostilities COttId be se- 
cured, are discredited here, and it is 
said Uiat if such a deputation has been 
sent it will meet with scant courtesy, 
as those who are conductiiig the war 
will be satisfied with nothing less th:tn 
dictating terms of peace at Pretoria, 
after a parade of British sti'ength 
throughout the Transvaal. 

In the meanwhile from the scanty 
and emasculated dispatches which are 
dribbling in from the front, it is diffi- 
cult to form an opinion of thAme sit- 
uation. The Boer invaders are occa- 
sioning constant surprises. They bave 
already cut off two portions of Lady- 
smith, relieving forces from their base 
of supplies, and with great rapidity 
are advancing on Pietermaritzburg 
with howitzers and other artillery. 
General Clery's situation, It would ap- 
pear, must be becoming intolerable, so 
serious fighting may be expected at 
any time, as it la pointed out the fan- 
era! must clear his line of communi- 
cation.-; In order to complete the con- 
centration of the relieving force. 

Xccordlng to tha latest reports from 
Natal, the artillery duel was recom- 
menced Thursday morning at Hooi 
river. The statement that the British 
garrison there is only acting on the 
defensive appears to be an admission 
of weakness, and it is thought the 
troops may be at the mercy of the 
strong Boer forces reported in that 
neighborhood. 

A collision may also be expected on 
the western frontier within 48 hours, if 
it is true that General Methuen has 
Ktartod northward, as he is certain to 
meet entrenched Boers at Belmont and 
Modder river. 

It is reported that Mafeking Is suf- 
fering from lack of water, and that 
fever is rii'c there. 

Advices from Lorenzo Marquese say 
Transvaal recruiting agents have been 
visiting arriving steamers, and have 
succeeded in enlisting three passen- 
gers from the German steamer Kaiser. 

A force of Portuguese police has 
gone to Gasaland, where the natives 
are acting In a threatentng mnnner, 
the stores at Kommatipoort having 
been looted. 

The British transports Pavonla and 
Cephaloala have arrived at Durban 
with at>out 3,000 troops, making the 
total arrivals of the First division 
11,600 men. Another 4,000-^are espactsd 
within a few days. 

Camp Being Shelled.

Whether the display of lOttfors will 
equal that of 1833 may b« doubted, but 
in order that tho roador may jndge for 
himself, an interview with Cnptatn Wil- 
liam U. Jenkins, a well-known citizen, 
who waa an eyewitnesB of the pbenomeaa 
in that year, la given herewith : 

"It waa a moat appalling and torrify> 
ing light. 

"The means of accoonting for the ex- 
traordinary appearance ef Inminons pro- 
jectiles shootinK from the heaven down 
to the earth, as ver« observed on the 
lath and 18th of November, 1888, has 
not been Batisfactorily explained, thonKh 
attempted by men of science in the new 
ea well as the old world. 

"Henre, only those who witnessed the 
rain of stars have from time to time in- 
ddlged in abortive attempts to convey to 
others their remembrance of that heaven- 
ly display on November 12, 1833. 

"On the night of the 12lh of Novem- 
ber, 1833, 1 was about 50 miles from Ope 
Henry, Va., on board of the ship Harriet, 
of Raltimore, on our way to Rio de Jan- 
eiro. Neac midnight and morning of the 
18lh I beeftmo eonfaaod, and, atirpriaed 
at the constant flafliintr of lijrht in my 
room in the cabin, as if from faint fiashes 
of lightning, I arose and wMt npon the 
deck hurriedly. I became at once blind- 
ed and mystified, speechless from the 
flames of fire raining down from above 
like a shower of snow, or, rather, hail. 

"Standing near the ship's wheel, the 
Captain and ofEcers of the deck were 
aeemingly stunned. For some mo- 
ments no on* ventared a remark, and It 
waa not ontil the crew came running aft, 



showing signs of distTM, that inyMl 
spoke a word. 

"Tho Captain, recovering, first re 
marked, 'This is a forerunner of some- 
thing, surely; maybe the end that is 
promised to come.' 

"I shall not attempt to convey the 
eol^nity of all on board of the ship that 
ni^ht ; but it was the deep conviction of 
all that our end was already near. So 
far as I was able to observe, no one-^savo 
myself — pliowed tlie l«'a9t concern how 
near the end wae. iSailors, tbt>n, were 
disdplinod men, ever ready for whatever 
might b« their lot, good.or evil. 

"After an hour or more, finding tho 
apparent fire perfectly harmless, I began 
to take courage and endeavored to ezani* 
iue its peculiarities. I, as well aa othert, 
found that this shower of (ire consisted 
of globules, varying in size from a wal* 
nut to a Florida oraago— aomo of them 
much larger. They all came down in 
regular, uniform, slanting directions, 
from aooth to north, afc an aa^ of about 
thirty degreea from perpendicular, not 
crossing each other, but falling gently, 
then bursting and throwing out in a 
horizontal direction toward the North a 
stream of fire, comprising all the pris 
matic colors, tho brightest and most 
beautiful that can be conoeivod by men, 
and then vanishing gradually. 

"The largest fjlobule or star I noticed 
in particular had a dark forest green 
shade in the baokgronnd, and from its 
size was slower in descendinsr, bursting 
and vanishing. I continued watching 
the wonderful phenomena until day 
breaking had rendered them indistinct, 
and as the sun rays illumed the Eastern 
aky made the itare no ]oo||a^viaible."

The I) r 
vishee charged with all their old dash 
to within 99 yardi of tio gani: Wia* 
gate, with the Infantry, arrived In time 
to support Mahon and cleared the 
whole camp. The Dervishes bolted 
through the bush, pursued by the 
mounted troops. Wlngate estimates 
Fedil's force at 2,C0O men, of whom 
400 were killed."
